CHAPTER I. 



VARIOUS LITANIES TO THE MOST HOLY TRINITY, 
AND TO THE PERSONS SEVERALLY. 

Note, Pious Reader, that these and the following Litanies, 
gathered for the most part out of Holy Scripture, contain the 
Names, Titles, and attributes and praises, appropriated to the 
Divine Nature, or severally to the Divine Person*. More 
might have been collected, {or may be added, by any who feel 
drawn thereto. In using them, take these two rules:— 

1. Dwell separately, for some little while, on each sentence, 
revolving it in your mind, applying it to yourself, enlarging 
on it towards God, dwelling on the Quality, Name, of 
Almighty God, and devoutly pleading it to Himself. The 
one petition, " Have mercy upon us," will thus be found to 
contain in itself very many prayers. 

2. Do not think it necessary to go through the whole of any 
Litany at once, as though you had a task to say which you 
ought to get through ; but take what suits your wants, or is 
recommended to you. It is better to pray a little fervently, 
than much hurriedly. Do not think what you are to say 
next, or whether you will have time to say all you wish ; but 
pray earnestly, with 'the help of God, whatever you take to 
pray. God, Who knoweth what we need before we ask Him, 
does not need many words, but much fervour. Your Lord, as 
an Example for you, when in the Garden, " went away again 
and prayed the third lime, saying the same words." (St. Matt, 
xxvi. 44.) Pray in whatever way you find you can pray best • 
desire really that God would hear you, and He will.— Ed-1

renewed as the eagle's. 
Jesu, Most Bountiful, Who hast given Thyself 
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to us, Born, to be one with us ; Living with us, to 
be our Food ; Dying, to be our Ransom ; and Reign- 
ing, wilt at length give Thyself to us as our Reward, 
Have mercy upon me, 

That for these so great benefits my soul may bless 

Thee at all times; and that all that is within 

me may bless Thy Holy Name, 
Jesu, Most Truthful, Who giving Thyself to be 
Meat and Drink, didst say, This is My Body Which 
is given for you, and, This is My Blood which is 
shed for you, Have mercy upon me, 

That I stagger not in faith at the words of Thy 

mouth; for Thou art the Truth Itself in 

Whose mouth there is no guile nor deceit; 

Thou art also the Mighty God, with Whom 

nothing is impossible. 
Jesu, Most Tender, Who, when Thou wast about 
to depart out of this world unto the Father, didst 
leave us a lasting monument of Thy great love ; 
and in this Sacrament didst appoint a Memorial of 
Thy wondrous works, commanding us to do this in 
remembrance of Thee, Have mercy upon me, 

That I may be always most mindful of Thee, and 

may constantly adore Thine ineffable Power, 

Wisdom, and Goodness, shining forth here ; 

and may never forget all Thy benefits. 
Jesu, Most Meek, Who, at Thy Last Supper, 
wouldest not shut out even Judas from the company 
of the disciples and from Thy Table, Have mercy 
upon me, 

That I, who am, alas ! Thy most unworthy and 
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unfaithful servant, may yet never, with Judas, 
be guilty of Thy Body and Blood. 
Jesu, Most Thankful, Who, when this Mystery 
wast accomplished in the sight of Thy disciples, 
didst give thanks to the Eternal Father, and having 
sung an hymn, wentest out into the garden, Thy 
wonted place of prayer, Have mercy upon me, 
That I may never retire from this surpassing 
Feast with a thankless heart; but that seriously 
reflecting on so great a benefit, my soul may 
more and more bum with love towards Thee. 
Jesu, Priest for ever, Who didst offer Thyself 
as a Victim upon the Altar of the Cross ; - Good 
Shepherd, Who didst lay down Thy life for Thy 
sheep, and dost feed them with Thy Very Body and 
Blood, Have mercy upon me, 
And whereas I have gone astray as a sheep that 
is lost, seek out Thy servant, and bear me on 
Thy shoulders back to Thy fold, and feed me 
in that green pasture wherein Thou hast placed 
me. 

Jesu, Most Compassionate, Who, under the form 
of a stranger, didst join Thyself to the disciples who 
were going to Emmaus, and at length madest Thyself 
known to them in the breaking of Bread, Have 
mercy upon me, 

That as I believe Thee to be truly present with me 
under these visible forms, although I see Thee 
not with mine eyes, so I may at length be 
counted worthy to behold Thee with unveiled 
face; and as meanwhile Thou vouchsafest to 
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uphold me on my way with Thy sweet con- 
verse, and to feed me with the Food of Thy 
Body, my heart may burn within me with love 
and longing for Thee. 

III. 

O God, the Holy Ghost, Who, by the wonderful 
exercise of Thy Divine Power, didst effect the Mys- 
tery of the Incarnation of our Lord Jesus Christ 
in the Virgin's womb, making her in an ineffable

That the Bread Which strengthened man 1 8 heart 
may be given to me to eat, and that in the strength 
of that Food I may walk through this wilderness 
even to Thy Holy Mount. 
Holy Trinity, One God, Who didst command 
the children' of Israel, in memory of their deliver- 
ance from the hard bondage of Pharaoh, to eat

That as often as I partake of these Divine Mys- 
teries I may, with grateful heart, reflect upon 
the work of our Redemption. 

Holy Trinity, One God, Who, while the chil- 
dren of Israel were passing through the wilderness, 
didst feed them with manna from heaven, even with 
Angels' Food, which possesseth in itself all manner 
of delight ; but when after awhile they loathed it, 
didst punish them with severity, Have mercy upon 
me, 

That with the cleansed palate of my heart, I may 
taste and see how gracious the Lord is ; and 
that my soul may never loathe that Food as 
light and unsatisfying. 
Holy Trinity, One God, Who didst of old, 
not once only, chastise with heavy punishment irre- 
verence and wrong in regard to sacrifices and the 
ark, figures only and shadows of this our Sacrament, 
Have mercy upon me, 

That warned by these examples, I may give all 
diligence to treat these Holy Mysteries the 
more warily, more holily and devoutly. 
[Holy Trinity, One God, Who of Thine Infi- 
nite Clemency hast chosen me into Thy Ministry, 
and, raising the poor out of the mire, hast willed 
that I should exercise the priesthood, and offer gifts 
and Sacrifices unto Thee for a sweet-smelling savour, 
Have mercy upon me, 
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That my life and conduct may be answerable to 
this so high and holy calling ; and that I may 
always with pure hands and clean heart offer 
unto Thee the Sacrifice of praise, and pay my 
vows unto Thee, the Most Highest.

world, Have mercy upon me, 

That I, Thine unworthy servant, may, in this 
Sacrament, with a pure mind receive and bear 
within me that Same Lord, even Thy Son. 
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O God, Who didst order that Angels and Arch- 
angels should humbly adore their Lord, made Man 
for us, and should with amazement worship their 
King lying in a manger ; should bring the tidings of 
great joy that a Saviour was born ; and now that 
He reigneth in heaven, always minister unto Him ; 
yea, and when the Priest celebrate th, should in 
adoring hosts 3 encompass His very Altar, Have 
mercy upon me, 

That I may always treat this Bread of Angela 
with due reverence; and that my heart may be 
80 strengthened by the frequent participation 
of Christ, that mine enemies may never pre- 
vail against me. 
O God, Who didst elect Joseph to be the be- 
trothed husband of Mary, Mother of God, and to be 
the foster-father of Christ Jesus ; and didst give 
him grace to bestow on her diligent care and kind- 
ness, and to pay to his supposed Son all worship 
and honour, Have mercy upon me, 

That I also may be as a servant in this Holy 
Family ; and that to Christ, especially in this 
venerable Sacrament, I may ever pay due wor- 
ship and reverence. 

VI. 

O God, Who didst inspire Holy Simeon with 
patient expectation and ardent longing to see the

see Him with his eyes and to take Him up in his 
arms, saying for joy, Lord, now lettest Thou Thy 
servant depart in peace, Have mercy upon me, 
That I also may ardently desire to see Jesus in 
glory ; and with no less longing may ever pant 
after Him, truly present in this Sacrament, 
and may most sweetly enfold Him in the arms 
of my soul. 

O God, Who by the leading of a star didst bring 
the Magi from a distant country, and guide them to 
the new-born King of kings ; and didst give them 
grace also humbly to offer Him their gifts ; falling 
down to the ground, with singular faith and deepest 
devotion, Have mercy upon me, 

That I also may come with like faith and devotion 
to adore the Same King, truly present in this 
Sacrament, and to honour Him with my offer- 
ings, mean though they be; or rather, that 
I may be presented with His gifts, and received 
with the same clemency as they. 
O God, Who didst inspire all the Holy Patriarchs 
and Prophets, prefiguring by divers types and sha- 
dows the mysteries of this Sacrifice and Sacrament, 
with earnest longing and many prayers and sighs to 
breathe after the Messiah, Have mercy upon me, 
That I may with piety approach, and into a pure, 
heart receive, not the shadow but the Substance, 
not the figure but the Reality ; not the Ark 
but the Holy of Holies; not sheep or oxen, but 
the Very Son of God Himself. 
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O God, Who didst consecrate the tender bodies 
of the Holy Innocents, as Infant Martyrs to the 
New-born Christ, and didst in them hallow the 
very years of infancy and innocence, Have mercy 
upon me, 

That I may go with innocency to the Altar of 
God, and with this Sacrament may present 
myself a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable to 
my God. 

O God, Whose servant St. John Baptist, when 
visited by Christ and His Virgin Mother, did for 
joy leap in his mother's womb, yet afterward did not 
think himself worthy to unloose His shoe-latchet : 
and yet Thou didst vouchsafe to him, that by the 
Voice of Christ Himself he should be called the 
greatest among those born of women, and more than 
a prophet ; and that, baptizing Him, he should touch 
His Sacred Head, Have mercy upon me, 

That I also may go with joy unto the Altar of 'God, 
Who gladdeneth my youth; and yet that I may 
not appear before His tremendous Majesty 
without fear and deep humility. 

VII. 

O God, Eternal Father, by Whose revelation, not 
taught by flesh and blood, St. Peter did confess that 
Jesus was the Christ, the Son of the living God ; 
from Whom also he received the command to feed 
His sheep, and the keys of the kingdom of heaven, 
Have mercy upon me,

O God, Who didst cause St. Paul of a wolf to 
become a lamb, of a persecutor to become a preacher 
of the Gospel ; of a vessel unto dishonour to become 
a chosen vessel unto Thee ; and having taken him 
up into the third heaven, didst in a wonderful man- 
ner instruct him in heavenly mysteries, so that 
in words of weightiest import he declared the in- 
stitution and right use of this Sacrament, Have 
mercy upon me, 

That whensoever I would approach these awful 
mysteries, I may, according to his monition, 
seriously examine myself, ana * ia ^ e anxious 
heed that I receive them not to my condemna- 
tion and death, nor be ever guilty of the Body 
and Blood of the Lord. 
O God, Whose servant St. John, the beloved of 
the Lord, did in the Last Supper, out of singular 
love to his Master and confidence in His love to- 
wards Him, lie on the bosom of his Lord, and did 
thence imbibe those heavenly streams which he 
afterwards poured forth in his Gospel ; and, as an 
eagle, took a higher flight, that he might gaze on 
the Mysteries of the Divine and Incarnate Word, 
and then disclose them unto us, Have mercy upon 
me, 

That I may be drawn by love to Christ my

than be kept back from Him by fear; and 
that with holy affiance I may lean upon my 
Beloved, and with joy draw Living Water out

O God, Who didst strengthen the Holy Martyrs 
to make an offering of their body and blood unto 
Christ, the King of Martyrs, Who offered up His 
own Body and Blood for us on the Altar of the

Grant that I, by spiritual Martyrdom, may mor- 
tify my members which are upon the earth; 
and whensoever I would partake of the Sacred 
Mysteries, may first present myself a living 
sacrifice to God, acceptable, holy, and well- 
pleasing unto God, a sacrifice of righteousness 
for an odour of sweetness.

and to wipe them with the hair of her head, thus 
showing openly both her love for the Lord and her 
grief for her sins ; and, at length, as He hung upon 
the Cross, to cleave unto Him, and with burning,

ing not to glory in any thing save in the Cross 
of my Lord Jesus Christ. 
O God, Who hast brought all Thy Blessed and 
Elect Saints to that haven, whither we, unhappy, 
are but tending, where now, in their home, with 
open face, in beatific vision, they behold, and, with 
enlarged mouth, do feed upon That Bread, Which 
we see only through a glass darkly, and receive 
veiled under another Form. — O how, amidst so 
many storms and perils, do we need Food for the 
way, that we may win our way! Christ is our 
Food for the way : He is the Way, and the Truth, 
and the life, the sole Solace of our pilgrimage, — 
Have mercy upon us, 

That we may at least be supported by Him by the 
way, until with them we too are satisfied with 
the plenteousness of Thine house, and drink of 
Thy pleasures as out of a river.
